Fellow defendants yesterday 
identified Hurd as the man who 
killed Earle with a shotgun. The 
identification was made in state- 
ments attributed to other defend- 
ants and they were read over de- 
fense objections. 

Hurd, who said his education 
ended after the second grade, 
said in the statement that he rode 
with leaders when they went to 
nearby Pickens and took Earle 
from the jail. He said they ques- 
tioned Earle about the fatal stab- 
bing of T. W. Brown, a white tax- 
icab driver. Earle was being held 
in the robbing and killing of 
Brown when the mob took him 
from the jail. 

Hurd told how the mob stopped 
near a slaughterhouse pen. He 
said Ernest Stokes, another de- 
fendant, told Earle that he 
(Stokes) knew Earle had con- 
fessed to the stabbing. Hurd said 
Stokes demanded to know who 
Earle’s accomplice had been. 

“You know we brought you out 
here to kill you, and you don't 
want to die with a lie on your 
tongue, do you?”

Dr. Danforth met Sewell when 
he arrived with his eldest daugh- 
ter, Maxine, at La Guardia field

All expenses were paid by sym- 
pathetic friends who contributed 
when word got around that Jackie 
was going blind, The Anniston 
Shriners auctioned off an auto- 
mobile and donated the proceeds. 

Sewell will be in the hospital 
about 10 days if the operation is 
performed. He was blinded in an 
accident when driving a truck in 
1935. Jackie was a year old when 
he got him.

Arab countries refused to agree 
to the proposed interim truce in 
the Holy Land. 

The Assembly, however, ap- 
proved the truce proposal with 
the Arab states abstaining. 

It calls on all interested parties 
to refrain from the “threat or use 
of force or any other action which 
might create an atmosphere 
prejudicial to an early settle- 
ment.” 

Assembly President Oswaldo 
Aranha of Brazil at first an- 
nounced the decision was unani- 
mous but the Arab states asked 
specifically to be recorded as not 
voting. 

Polish Delegate Alfred Fider- 
kiewicz took the floor as the 
Assembly began the final day’s 
debate. 

He called on the plenary meet- 
ing to throw out the 13-to-ll de- 
cision in the resolution adopted by 
the Political Committee naming 
the small “neutral” nations as 
members of the inquiry commis- 
sion. 

Delegates still were discussing 
with some excitement Russia's 
surprise recommendation for an 
independent, dual, democratic 
state with equal rights for Arabs 
and Jews. Failing in that, Soviet 
Delegate Andrei A. Gromyko said, 
Russia favors two states, one Jew- 
ish and one Arab, Arab delegates, 
intent on independence now, op- 
posed the idea. The Jews appeared 
happier because of the Russian 
statement. 

Aranha hailed Gromyko’s speech 
as “the best yet made on 
the Palestine question.” Aranha 
told reporters that while Gromyko 
did not reach a definite conclu- 
sion, “he came to grips with the 
problem, and that is what we in 
U.N, are supposed to do.“ 

Gromyko’s 35-minute speech was 
the clearest outline of Soviet - 
icy on Palestine ever given. Gro- 
myko, however, conspicuously re- 
frained from mentioning the most 
immediate problem—whether Jew- 
ish immigration to Palestine 
should increase. 

Praise From Austin. 

American Delegate Warren Aus- 
tin said today Gromyko may have 
“paved the way” to big power 
harmony on the Palestine issue 
by announcing Russian support of 
an Arab-Jewish state or partition 
of the Holy Land, 

Austin indicated that the 
United States considered the new 
Russian policy the biggest 
achievement of the special Pales- 
tine session except for the launch- 
ing of the Palestine investigation. 

Austin said the results of the 
meeting had “proved once again” 
that the Assembly's machinery 
was effective in the search for 
world peace and security, 

Secretary General Trygve Lie 
named Victor Hoo of China assist- 
ant secretary general in charge of 
trusteeship affairs, to head the 
secretariat of the special commis- 
sion.

U. S. ACTS TO SPEED FOOD 
TO REICH TO EASE CRISIS 


More Than Million Tons to Be Sent in Three 
Months — Bi-Zonal Experts Hold 
Emergency Session, 


FRANKFURT, May 15 (AP)— 
German officials proposed today 
a temporary slash in the official 
rations in the British and Ameri- 
can zones as experts of both zones 
met in emergency session on west- 
ern Germany's grave food crisis. 

In Washington, Secretary of 
War Robert P. Patterson an- 


nounced that regularly scheduled 
food shipments to Germany are 
being speeded up and increased 
to the maximum extent and 
“should be sufficient to maintain 
the nation from now on.” He said 
more. than 400,000 tons of food 
would be sent to Germany this 
month, a similar amount would be 
sent next month, and “even more” 
in July. 

This compares with about a mil- 
lion tons imported by the United 
States and Britain to help Ger- 
many in the first three and a half 
months of this year. 

Government yources in London 
said British troops would be used 
to crush a large-scale black mar- 
ket which is held largely respon- 
sible for the critical situation. 
British troops will search farm- 
lands for hidden stocks which, the 
informants said, are hoarded for 
diversion into black market chan- 
nels, 

Russian Zone Also Short. 

Reports reaching Berlin from 
the Soviet zone indicated that the 
Russians, too, were experiencing 
difficulty meeting ration scales 
in eastern Germany, although the 
situation there was believed to be 
less acute, 

German officials in Stuttgart 
proposed that the official ration 
in the British and American zones 
be cut from 1550 to 1130 calories 
daily per person. Paul 8, Taggert, 
U. 8. Food Director for Wuert- 
temberg-Baden said that if the 
proposal was approved by both 
military governments, it would 
take effect May 25 for a four-week 
period, 

(The average diet in the United 
States is about 3350 calories.) 

States in both zones are failing 
to meet the official per capita ra- 
tion. with’deficiencies ranging up 
to nearly 50 per cent, reports to 
the bi-zonal food agency in Stutt- 
gart show, 

The possibility of a mass pro- 
test strike in Stuttgart next week 
appeared to have faded, Factory 
workers, reflecting the “ugly 
mood” noted by American oft 
cials yesterday, had threatened a 
general strike May 22, but Mar- 
cus Schleicher, president of the 
city’s trade unions, sald the work- 
ers would allow more time for 
the situation to be improved. 

One German factory, chairman 
in Stuttgart asserted that interned 
Nazis were getting 1700 calories 
of food per day, while many free 
Germans were getting only 600 or 
700 calories. 

The bi-zonal food board, plagued 
by a potato famine, was reported to 


be considering the substitution of 
bread for potatoes when promised 
grain shipments arrive from the 
United States. Despite stringent 
measures to collect potato reserves 
from farmers, officials said the 
collections were not sufficient to 
cover commitments to miners’ 
soup kitchens in the Ruhr aad to 
the ordinary consumers of the tvo 
zones. . 


Both United States and British 
authorities recognized the ex- 
istence of the food crisis and Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay, the American mill- 
tary governor, said he expected it 
to continue “for the next three or 
four weeks,” but that “relief is in 
sight.” Clay acknowledged that 
the diet in some areas had fallen 
as low as 800 to 900 calories but 
that “shotgun measures” were 
taken to bring immediate relief in 
such situations. f 

Patterson in his statement said 
that food shipments called for in 
former President Herbert Hoover's 
recommendations “have been met 
up to May 1, except for an amount 
equal to about one week's ration. 
Even this is only a delay, not a 
reduction.” 

Substantially all the food im- 
ports into Germany have come 
from the United States “as the 
only available source, but they 
have been paid for jointly by the 
British and ourselves,” he said. As 
part of the emergency program, 
74,000,009 pounds of dry skimmed 
milk have been procured and are 
about to be shipped to Germany, 
he sald, 

Germans Urge Shorter Week. 


Labor leaders, both at Stuttgart 
and in the British zone state of 
Schleswig-Holstein, on the Danish 
border, called for reductions in 
the 48-hour work week, declaring 
that factory employes had been 
so weakened by the reduced ra- 
tions that they could not work 
that long. The Stuttgart meeting 
called for a 40-hour week, and 
the Schleswig-Holstein officials 
were said to have suggested a 
30-hour week, 

In Hamburg, also in the British 
zone, the state parllament adopt- 
ed a resolution saying Hamburg 
and the Ruhr should be declared 
“distressed areas,” 

To foreign eyes, the farmers 
were the only enviable class in 
western Germany. They are eat- 
ing well despite the heavy quotas 
being collected—or assessed—by 
the Government. But they are 
confused, frustrated and resentful 
about the situation and by the 
accusations that they are holding 
back food reserves. 

One unusual] reflection of the 
food shortage was the number of 
Germans trying to enlist in the 
American Army. One recruiting 
officer said he thought the reason 
was the prospect of good and 
steady Army meals, All, however,

‘Lohengrin’ Presented as Moving 


by Great Singing 


Helen Traubel as Elsa Discloses Lustrous 


Tone—Ralf’s Voice Like a Trumpet 
—Spontaneity in Chorus.

The Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany started its St. Louis season 
last night in Kiel Auditorium with 
a justly proportioned and dramat- 


ically significant performance of 
Wagner's “Lohengrin.” It was 
well mounted, well sung and— 
within the traditions of the op- 
eratic stage—well acted. The prin- 
cipals disclosed the familiar beau- 
ties of the score with a mounting 
eloquence that created anew in 
the listener the illusion of a first 
contact. 

Yet despite the high merit of 
the particulars it was the integra- 
tion supplied by the supervising 
hand of Conductor Fritz Busch 
that gave the production its spe- 
cial quality. It was through him 
that the subsidiary dramatic pe- 
riods were unrolled with complete- 
ness of effect, that the line of sus- 
pense was held taut, and that the 
tension was released at critical 
moments ‘with both a flash of il- 
lumination and an explosive im-

Torsten Ralf's Lohengrin was 
much superior to his rather wood- 
en performance in Tannhauser 
last year. The improvement was 
largely in his singing, for he was 
still something less than the per- 
fect embodiment of a Wagnerian 
Galahad. In his voice, however, 
he had an aggressive strength 
that helped to dispel the static 
effect of his square-toed stances. 
His singing was brilliant in a very 
exact sense; that is, the voice had 
a trumpet-like timbre and at the 
same time was sufficiently agile 
and flexible to allow an appropri- 
ate inflection of the line. 

The size of the auditorium was 
not conducive to subtlety but Mr. 
Ralf's disposition of the music and 
his general projection of the 
character still had considerable 
variety, The exact focus of his 
tones and seemingly free produc- 
tion was consistently maintained 
The 
narrative in the last act was very 
well done, 

Herbert Janssen was the Tel- 
ramund of the cast and Margaret 
Harshaw the Ortrud.

sound theatrical instinct and long 
experience. Whether it was a play 
of dynamics in the voice or a 
gesture of the arm, it counted. His 
voice, not exactly sympathetic in 
itself, was appropriate to the part.

Miss Harshaw, though slightly 
less authoritative, was convincing.

The total property tax rate in 
St. Louis this year will be §2.74 
on the $100 valuation, an increase

Former Siva: Solen Sweitzer

The former Mrs. Solen Sweitzer, 
acquitted of the murder of her 
husband last October, and City 
Judge Ralph Cook of East St.

Judge Cook, who is 60 years 
old, and his wife, who is 38, are 
living at her home at 1437 North 
Forty-second street, Tast St. 
Louis. It was at this house that 
Mrs, Cook fired two shots through 
the front door at what she said 
she believed was a prowler, and 
killed her husband, a supervisor 
at Monsanto Chemical Co., the 
morning of March 5, 1946. 

Following her acquittal a 
circuit court jury in Belleville last 
Oct. 18, she shook hands with 
each member, saying: “Thank 
God, justice has been done.“ 

Judge Cook and his wife have 
been friends for several years, 
having met at various social func- 
tions of groups in which her for- 
mer husband was active. They 
were married, Judge Cook said, 
by the Rev. Andrew Dennis, pas- 
tor of the Orange Street Presby- 
terian Church in Hot Springs. 
Judge Cook, prior to his election 
to the city bench in 1933, served 
as a street commissioner in East 
St. Louis. He followed his father, 
the late Judge Silas Cook, to the 
bench and has received the sup- 
port of the City Hall machine, al- 
though he is not considered an 
active member of that organiza- 
tion.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 15— 
The House Labor Committee de 
ferred action on the Senate juris 
dictional strike bill until next 
week, following a three-hour hear- 
ing today.

CONSUMER LOAN 
BILL PASSED BY 
MISSOURI SENATE 


Measure Is Companion to 
Uniform Interest Code 


Sent to Gov. Donnelly 
for Signature.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 15—A 


general loan regulatory bill, to 
place all money lenders engaged 
inf the consumer credit loan busi- 
ness in Missouri under supervi- 


sion of the State Finance Com- 
missioner, was passed today by 
the Senate and sent to the House, 

Sefiate passage of the bill was 
by a bare constitutional majority, 
18 to 6. The Senate then adopted 
an emergency clause, which 
would make the measure ef- 
fective at once, if finally passed 
and signed by Gov. Donnelly. 

The measure ix a companion bill 
to the controversial uniform loan 
interest code bill, finally passed 
by the House Tuesday and sent 
to Gov. Donnelly. 

The regulatory bill would place 
affected lenders under supervision 
of the State Finance Comris- 
sioner. It would give the commis- 
sioner general power to regulate 
and examine lenders, investigate 
loan practices, issue licenses, re- 
quire annual reports, and suspend 
or revoke licenses for violations of 
the act. . 

$1000 Bond Required. 

Lenders would be required to 
post a bond of $1000 to abide by 
applicable laws, and to pay an 
annual registration or license f 
of $150. ; 

The bill would require lenders, 
in their annua) reports, to list the 
mames and addresses of officers 
and directors, and their respective 
interests, but not all stockholders. 
Tt calls for information on the 
total amount of capital employed, 
but not the actual invested cap- 
ital of the operators, and informa- 
tion on the gross earnings. 

A report on expenses incurred 
would be required, “detailed in 
accordance with general account- 
ing practices for financial state- 
ment.“ together with information 
on the total number of loans and 
the amount; the number of gar- 
nishments, attachments and other 
suits filed, the number of fore- 
closures and such other informa- 
tion as the commissioner may 
prescribe by regulation. 

Amendment Possible. 

There has been some criticism 
of the bill in the House that it 
does not require a specific break- 
down of operations of the high 
rate lenders, and there may be 
further amendment of the bill 
in the House. 

In this legislative session, as in 
former ones, opponents of high 
lending rates have contended that 
the lenders have not furnished 
sufficient detail on their opera- 
tions to enable the Legislature to 
determine their actual profits, ex- 
penses, actual cost of handling 
loans, and whether interest rates 
were reasonable or excessive. 

This interest in operations has 
extended to the undetermined 
cost of the maintenance of the 
loan lobby, usually highly success 
ful, at session after session of the 
legisiature. So far no figures on 
lobby costs have been made aveil- 
able, in various legislative in- 
quiries into loan rates and opera- 
tions.

Charges Against Company. 
The first indictment against the 
Centralia Coal Co. charged that 
the company “did willfully, inten- 
tionally arid unlawfully work more 
than 100 men in a single current 
of air; and did willfully neglect, 
refuse and fail to split the main 
current of air, contrary. 
statute.” | 
This indictment charged viola- 
tion of Section 14.2, Chapter 93, 
Revised Statutes of 1943. The sec- 
tion directs that: “The main cur- 
rent of air shall be so split and 
subdivided as to give a separate 


current of reasonably pure air to 


every 100 men at work.” 

The second indictment charged 
that the company, on March 18, 
violated Section 14.13 of the stat- 
utes dealing with the state mining 
code. This section provides that 
“Where coal dust exists in quan- 
tity and character sufficient to 
constitute an explosion propagat- 
ing hazard, rock dust shall be ap- 
plied and maintained in each 
test strike in Stuttgart next week 
appeared to have faded. Factory 
entry extending from the third 
cross-cut from the working face 
at least 1000 feet out in each 
working section.” 

Bond on each of the indictments 
against the company was set at 
$1000. 

The jury set out that Mine No. 5 
at Centralia “contained coal dust 
in quantity and character suffi- 
cient to constitute ap explosion- 
propagating hazard.” A team of 
five United States Bureau of 
Mines experts found that blast 
“was caused by coal dust raised 

to the air and ignited by explo- 
‘gives fired in a dangerous and 
non-permissible manner.” 

Known as Operators“ Man.“ 

Medill, who was director of the 
Department of Mines when the 
disaster occurred, owed his job to 
the coal operators and was known 
as an operators“ man.” His 
assistant, Weir, had the approval 
of the unions, but prior to his 
appointment had been a “face 
boss,” a job corresponding to a 
toreman's post, at a Bell & Zoller 
mine at Zeigler, III. 

Complaints of unsafe conditions 
in the Centralia mine customarily 
were referred by the State De- 
partment of Mines to the coal 
company. Most of such communi- 
cations went unanswered. 

One instance of the way such 
complaints were treated by Medill 
was recalled by Mine Inspector 
Scanian, who declared he had 
begged Medill to close the pit, 
predicting that a dust explosion 
would “sweep from one end of the 
mine to the other.” 

“We'll just have to take that 
chance,” Medill was quoted by 
Scanian as replying. 

Admitted Political “Lug.” 

Testifying before the United 
States Senate subeommittee inves- 
tigating the disaster, Medill ad- 
mitted that mine inspectors in 
his department had solicited po- 
litical funds from mine owners. 
This political “lug” had been dis-

Medill, 66 years old, is an ex- 
perienced mining man. He went 
to work in a mine at the age of 
17, and on his word has “held 
every position in and around 
mines except that of owner.” 

In 1909, at the age of 27, he was 
made superintendent of three Der- 
ing Coal Co. mines in the Danville 
(III.) district. By 1919 he was gen- 
eral superintendent in charge of 
10 mines for the O’Gara Coal Co. 

In 1920 he was appointed di- 
rector of the State Department of 
Mines by Gov. Frank O. Lowden. 
He served in that post for three 
years, then left to promote a coal 
company at Veronica, Ill, In 1925 
he went to western Canada as vice 
president of the Leland Coal Co.

' AFTER-SCHOOL RECREATION 


PLAN CITED AS PROBLEM AID 


A decrease in disciplinary prob- 
lems among school boys has fol- 
lowed the inauguration of the aft- 
er-school recreation program for 
elementary schools last November, 
a report stated today. 

The report prepared by a com- 
mittee of 10 principals and five 
physical education consultants, 
placed the cost of the program at 
13 cents a pupil a day. A regu- 
larly assigned member of the 
school staff supervises games and 
recreation each afternoon from 
3:30 to 5 o’clock. Superintendent 
of Instruction Philip J. Hickey, 
enthusiastic over the success of 
the experiment, said he would 
recommend it be continued. About 
9000 pupils in 82 schools were en- 
rolled in the program this year. 

Among the additional values 
found by the committee to have 
resulted from the program were 
an | increased interest of the par 
ticipants in school, development 
of a spirit of fair play, better 
knowledge and skill at game, in- 
creased interest of adults and par- 
ents in the schools and improved 
physical well-being of pupils,

He said the average price is $70 
to $75 a ton.

mmittee is investigating the ef- 
fect of the steel shortage on small 
business. 

Kohnstamm said his firm has 
been offered steel at prices rang- 
ing from $185 to $245 a ton. Be- 
cause of difficulties in obtaining 
supplies, his firm's customers at 
times obtain it at above-market 
prices and 3 „us with a size- 
able quantity of steel tonnage in 
order to keep their own plants in 
operation.” : 

In a statement he read to the 
committee, Kohnstamm said: 

“We have certain knowledge to 
the effect that in the procurement 
of this material our customers 
were obliged to pay prices far in 
excess of normal mill or ware- 
house costs. 

“As a specific case, a lot of 58 
tons of cold rolled steel was de- 
livered into our plant by one of 
our customers who advised that 
they had paid $237 per ton, F.O.B., 
New York.” 

Asked if the steel is being of- 
fered: by legitimate brokers or 
2 ersons who operate under 
their ts," Kohnstamm said he 
thinks the under-the-hat boys are

His company manufactures met- 
al stampings for automobiles and 
domestic forced warm air fur- 
naces. It employs 500 persons, but 
could employ 250 more if it could 
get the steel that it needs.

WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP)— 
President Truman is standing by 
his labor program as he outlined 
it in his State of the Union mes- 
sage to Congress last January, he 
told reporters today.

The bills passed by the Senate 
and House went beyond the scope 
of the President’s recommenda- 
tions. The Touse bill is even more 
dractic than the Senate measure.

RUSSIA CREATING WORLD'S

WASHINGTON, May 15 (UP) 
T. GEN. WALTER B. 
L SMITH says the Soviet 
Union is creating the 
world’s highest cultural stand- 
ard. 
That's why, he told a House 
Foreign Affairs sub-committee 
yesterday, the Voice of Amer- 


ica broadcasts to Russia should 
be of high quality. 


Smith is United States Am- 
bassador to the U.S.S.R. He 
came home recently for con- 
sultations. He told the sub- 
committee that the Soviet 
radio, ballet, and opera are on 
a higher cultural level in many 
respects than the same arts in 
the United States. 


In Moscow, Smith said, he 
has been “pressing hard” for 
an exchange of students be- 
tween Russia and this country. 
He talked it over with Soviet 
Vice Foreign Minister Andrei 
Vilshinsky, “but so far I haven't 
been able to make a dent.” He 
thought that when Russian liv- 
ing conditions improve “we will 
be able to make these cultural 
exchanges.” 

Smith said it would be a 
good idea for Americans to 
atudy in Russia about Karl 
Marx, Engels and Lenin, the 
heroes of Communism. 

"I think it well that people 
in this country,” Smith said, 
“should understand the ideol- 
ogies that motivate the only 
other great country in the 
world that compares with ours 
in sizé and potentialities.”

Those indicted today include 24 
who were indicted April 2 on 
charges of retarding the mail or 
larceny of goods in _ interstate 


strike. 

Maximum penalty for the vidla- 
tion charged today is 20 years um- 
prisonment, $10,000 fine, or both, 
for each defendant, 

Most of those named in both 
indictments are residents of the 
“Florida parishes” the section of 
Louisiana north of New Orleans 
and east of the Mississippi river. 

Members of the Dairy Farmers’ 
Unions in those parishes, affiliated 
with the AFL Brotherhoods of 
Teamsters, conducted a 10-day 
strike last March and April, prin- 
cipally against the lowering of 
prices paid by New Orleans 
dairies. The price paid for the 
highest grade of milk had been 
lowered from $5.75 to $5.20 a 
hundredweight.

The 
other (House Bill 132) would tight- 
en the licensing of maternity hos- 
pitals, Although both of these 
bills reached the house floor after 
attack before the House Commit- 
tee on Children’s Code, their spon- 
sors have not called them up for 
perfection, for fear the opposi- 
tion would kill them. This delay 
amounted to defeat, it has been 
conceded by Representative How- 
ard Elliott of St. Louis County, 
former Speaker, who was handling 
these bills on the floor. 


Kansas City’s Interest. 


Three maternity hospitals at Kan- 
sas City, specializing in care for 
unmarried mothers, have e¢o-oper- 
ated closely with the Jackson 
County Juvenile Court in arrang- 
ing adoptions for their patients’ 
infants. Babies adopted through 
that court last year went to homes 
in 27 states, chiefly midwestern 
states. This was in contrast with 
the situation in St. Louis, where 
the juvenile court estimates that 
95 per cent of the adoption appli- 
cations come from the metropoli- 
tan area. 

Last year the Jackson County 
Juvenile Court handled 824 adop- 
tions, or 1.72 per 1000 population 
of the county (on the basis of 
1940 census). In the same period —, 
the St. Louis (city) Juvenile Court 
handled 612 adoptions, or 0.75 
per 1000 popylation, Thus the vol- 
ume in Kansas City was more 
than twice that in St, Louis, in 
proportion to inhabitants,

“In Missouri, under the present 
law,” said the commission's re- 
port, “it is possible for a baby te 
be adopted on the day of its birth 
and without a social investigation 
or any supervision of the child 
during the adjustment period, or 
a child could be adopted by an in- 
dividual whose husband or wife 
did not welcome the child in the 
home,” 


Correction Sought, 

Bill No. 120, rewriting a 30-year 
old law, would correct these con- 
ditions, There would be investi- 
gation of the background of the 
child and of the persons who seck 
to adopt it, and there would be a 
nine-month trial period of res- 
dence with these persons before 
issuance of a final decree. Both 
husband and wife would be re- 
quired to join in the petition. 
Sponsors of the measure declare 
that medical opinion holds it is 
impossible to tell whether a child's 
physical and mental development 
will be normal before it is nine 
months old,

DE GASPERI'S PARTY INDORSES 
HIM TO HEAD CABINET AGAIN 


ROME, May 15 (UP)—Alcide de 
Gasperi’s own Christian Democrat 
party formally indorsed him today 
to succeed himself as Premier of 
Italy, increasing the probability 
that he will form a new coalition 
government, 


Giovanni Gronchl, parliamentary 
leader of the Christian Democrats, 
reported to President Enrico de 
Nicola that the party's executive 
committee had voted “full soli- 
darity” with De Gasperi. The Com- 
munists and left-wing Socialists 
already had announced their sup- 
— a new De Gasperi govern- 
men 


Some Christian Democrats had 
opposed having De Gasperi lead 
the government again in the dif- 
ficult economic situation, with na- 
tional elections only five months 
away. De Gasperi had mentioned 
Vittorio Orlando, the 87-year-old 
Italian leader in World War I, 
for the premiership. The Chris- 
tian Democrat indorsement, how- 
ever, appeared to clinch the con- 
tinuance of De Gasperi in office.

Jo End the Strike 


It is regrettable that the Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. has seen fit to reject the offer 
of the union committee to end the strike which 
has so seriously affected the service of this 
great public utility for more than five weeks. 

The union offer was that the strikers go back 
to work for an increase averaging $4.27 a week— 
as proposed by the company—and that the dif- 
ferences between this accepted rate of increase 
and the union’s proposal of $6 (a flat $5 plus 
“fringe” items) be put to arbitration. 

To this Southwestern replied that it offered 
to arbitrate at the outset and that arbitration 
was rejected by the union. 

As to whether arbitration was offered and was 
rejected depends on the definition of arbitration. 
The union asked for wide-open arbitration of 
89 points. The company stood on the position 
that arbitration should be restricted to wages 
plus a few fringe items. For a time Southwest- 
ern held that wage arbitration should be within 
the frame of prevailing wages for similar“ work. 

In such circumstances, definitions differ and 
there is little profit in reference to the past. In 
any case, if arbitration would have been good 
before the strike, it would be even better now 
that this large metropolitan area continues to 
be beset by the strike’s ill effects. 

There comes to mind the use of arbitration 
when a transport strike recently threatened to 
tie up the community. The public service char- 
acter of transportation was recognized, all the 
employes’ points were put up for consideration, 
and the cars and busses continued to run. 

What if the new state public utility labor legis- 
lation were now in effect? In the first place, it 
would not be possible for such a strike to occur 
in Missouri without violating the law. Second, 
differences would be adjusted under the guid- 
ance of staté-established authority. Arbitration 
would be in effect required with no stoppage 
of work. 

Since this is now the declared public policy 
of the State of Missouri, it becomes the inevitably 
proper frame of reference for handling labor 
disputes in public service industries. 

If there is no way of settling them otherwise, 
let the remaining differences between South- 
western’s management and its employes be arbi- 
trated, But is it too much to hope for voluntary 
agreement, even at this late date?

The small loans interest bill presents: a di- 
lemma which we hope Gov.

Only the less scrupulous lenders are in the 
insurance racket. Others are meanwhile squeezed 
by the constitutional limit of 8 per cent, and 
therefore have an incentive to get in and lobby 
for decency. Thus, there is a strong hope that 
the reasonable-spirited element in the industry 
will fight for and win a good interest code next 
year—provided the matter is kept open until 
then. Much of the industry meanwhile serves 
the public on moderate terms. 

Representative Andrae argued that it is next 
to impossible to get rate reductions through the 
Legislature. The old 36 per cent small loan rate 
was smashed only by passing a new Constitu- 
tion that left the industry with a low 8 per cent 
and eager to get it raised. If greed can lobby as 
effectively as it has in the present Senate—when 
the lobbyists want a bill—what chance is there 
to put through subsequent lower-rate bills that 
they won't want? Surely it is better for one 
more year to have no law, with a minor by- 
product of usury, than to install usurious legal 
rates that will stay on the books indefinitely. 

The Governor vetoed 27 per cent last year— 
only 12-100 of 1 per cent above the new bill. 
House Majority Floor Leader R. J. King Jr. con- 
tests his right to veto the new bill as too high, 
but that’s silly. 

The present Legislature is badly out of bal- 
ance on interest rates—the Senate by sub- 
servience to a narrow lender clique and the 
House by craven submission to the Senate. It 
is therefore the Governor’s duty to throw his 
check against all this bad work.. 
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Millions Against Misery 

Eighty-three Senators answered to their 
names on the $350,000,000 relief bill for shelter 
and hunger-stricken Europe and Asia. Only 
four voted No: two Democrats, McClellan of 
Arkansas and O’Daniel of Texas, and two Re- 
publicans, Williams of Delaware and Bushfield 
of South Dakota. 

This overwhelming support in the Senate for 
help for impoverished Austrians, Poles, Hun- 
garians, Greeks, Italians, Chinese and other war 
victims is no more overwhelming than sentiment 
in the country at large that these unfortunates 
should be helped out of their misery. 

Once the differences with the House are ad- 
justed and the bill becomes law, the State De- 
partment will have a compelling responsibility 
to see that the money is well spent. Virtually 
unanimous support for the program is no license 
for waste. Such support requires even more that 
all the funds go to relieve human distress. 
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The Citizens’ Tax Report 

The Citizens’ Tax Commission has performed 
well in its report to Mayor Kaufmann and the 
Board of Aldermen. It has pointed to possible 
sources of an additional $10,000,000 of city rev- 
enue, about three fourths of which would eome 
from income taxes. The other fourth would 
come from increased city taxes on liquor, cig- 
arettes and movies, and from a sewer tax to 
bring in about $1,000,000. 

One proposal which will be applauded in St. 
Louis is for the state to cut its tax on incomes 
earned here in half, but to continue to collect 
the other half to turn over to the city treasury. 
It is also suggested that the city share in state- 
taxes, auto license taxes, 
drivers’ license collections and so on, If the 
Legislature can be persuaded to give the cities 
a share in the bloated state treasury, this is the 
ideal solution. 

If the eity income tax already levied—esti- 
mated to yield $2,500,000—is upheld in court, a 
big chunk of the additional revenue required will 
be in hand, The sewer tax, to yield $1,000,000, 
ean be levied to help start the trash collection 
program. Increased property assessments will 
give the city $1,250,000 additional revenue in 
the new fiscal year. As the Citizens’ Commis- 
sion points out, the Board of Aldermen should 
transfer to the state, the City Sanitarium and 
the St. Louis Training School for the Feeble- 
Minded, for a saving of $1,400,000 a year. 

These things together can give the city $6,- 
000,000 a year more to spend, or $2,500,000 more 
than the operating deficit for the last fiscal year. 
If the city income tax is upheld and the million 
dollars a year in bridge tolls is not lost, the city 
may need no additional luxury taxes. 

The city should keep its own levies to a mini- 


mum, for it is certain that the taxpayer will have 


to shoulder additional taxes for a school-building 
program, There is a limit beyond which city 
taxes compound the temptation for urban 
dwellers to move to the county.

The bill to unify the armed services, 
worked out after a long and painful process 
which involved sugaring over deep-seated 


Army-Navy jealousies, now is bogged down 


in Congress and its prospects for passage 
are flickering out. 


This is a distressing spectacle. No one 
pretended that this bill marks more than a 
first tentative step toward compete unifi- 
cation of the nation’s defense establishment. 
But it is a firstistep. And if Congress and 
the services now find they eannot agree 
even on this relatively mild reform, the hope 
for an eventual all-encompassing unifica- 
tion is dim indeed. 


Gen, A. A. Vandegrift, commandant of the 
Marine Corps, brought one element of the 
opposition into the open. Testifying in 
Washington, he expressed hostility to the 
measure as it stands and demanded strong- 
er legislative guarantees to protect the 
semi-autonomous privileges of the marines, 


It would be unfair to pin too much blame 
on Gen, Vandegrift. He believes sincerely 
that the marines serve a special function 
and that their long tradition deserves re- 
spect. He honestly fears that the cause of 
national defense would be weakened if the 
marines were to be thrown willy-nilly into 
a unified department where their identity 
would be lost.

But the General's testimony, like a tiny 
spark in a powder barrel, has set off all the 
other half-suppressed fears and suspicions 
among branches of the service and among 
elements in Congress. The result is that 
the national interest has been forgotten

The Navy is fighting desperately to bees 
its autonomy. The air force is demanding 
authority over nearly everything that flies, 
including the Navy's shore-based planes. 
And in Congress, where unification will 
mean a reduction in the number of com- 


mittees, there are elements working des- 


perately against any reform that limits the 
number of juicy chairmanships, 

All this petty squabbling runs on inter- 
minably against the glaringly obvious fact 
that unification is not only sensible and 
desirable but vitally necessary in the in- 
terest of national security. The time is 
past when the nation can afford the lux- 
ury of independent, autonomous branches 


of the service. The whole scheme and scale 
of warfare has changed. No longer can 
single branches of the service wage their 
own little wars in isolated parts of the 
giobe. 

World War II demonstrated the need for 
integrating the armed forces in all the 
great theaters. It demonstrated, too, the 
enormous difficulties in trying to integrate 
branches of the service which had never 
paid more than lip service to integration 
before and which jealously guarded their 
traditional privileges. As we now move on 
into a new age, an age of atomic weapons 
and guided missiles, the need for a single 
integrated defense structure becomes even 
more essential, 


“Simple Matter of Survival” 


There is the matter of cost. No one has 


ever estimated the total colossal waste in- 
volved in maintaining separate branches of 


the service. A War Department report, sup- 


pressed until a few days ago, gave a tiny 


glimpse of the picture. Prepared by Li. 
Gen. Leroy Lutes, it shows hundreds of 
millions of dollars wasted on unnecessary 
duplicate facilities for Army and Navy hos- 
pitals, storage houses, port installations, 
staging areas and communications. 

There is the matter of manpower, Mil- 
lions of man-hours of work unquestionably 
were wasted on unnecessary duplicate ef- 
forts during the war and in making trivial 
changes in specifications demanded by vari- 
ous services. 


There is the matter of n Prop- 
erty was destroyed, campaigns were delayed 
and lives were lost needlessly in the recent 
war simply because the branches of the 
service got their signals crossed, 


There is, finally, the matter of brain pow- 
er, The Army and the Navy today are 
wasting one of the nation’s most precious 
assets, scientific brains, They are still car- 
rying on independently and with precious 
little collaboration their duplicate research 
into the mysteries of supersonic speed, rock- 
ets and other guided missiles, 


As Gen. Lutes remarked in his report: 
“Whether we use our resources efficiently 
or not may very well be the determining 
factor between defeat and victory. It may 
become a simple matter of survival.” 

It is high time the members of Congress 


and the brass hats looked beyond the ends 
of their noses, 


The Rainy Day Has Happened 


From the Courier-Journal. 


The Commerce Department reports that 
the American people saved 14 billion dollars 
less in 1946 than in 1945. If we add this to 
other bits of information that have accumu- 
lated on savings during the last year, we 
get an idea what is happening to us. And 
it is not reassuring. It underscores the mis- 
givings which President Truman continues 
to express in counseling lower prices and 
moderation in wage demands, | 


As long ago as June, 1946, the Federal Re- 
serve Board found that 10 per cent of the 
families in the United States held 60 per 
cent of the savings. On the lowest scale, 
40 per cent of the families had only 1 per 
cent of the savings. This group averaged 
$40 savings per family, but many had none 
at all. Credit buying, which was not sig- 
nificant in the pre-inflation period, was in- 
creasing already, 


Only a few weeks ago credit men here 
confirmed the trend of increasing credit 
demands. It suggests only one thing—that 
savings in many cases have been used up. 

The trend of savings to concentrate in 
the upper bands of the economic spectrum 
is further confirmed by the Commerce De- 
partment’s new report. Savings during 1046, 
it said, totalled 19 billion dollars, against 
88 billion the year before. Although 19 bil- 
lion is a lot of money, something rather 
sinister was taking place. 

Total holdings of War Bonds declined by 
$500,000,000 last year, although holdings of 
other Government bonds increased two bil- 
lion dollars, That can mean only that 
holders of small-denomination bonds were 
selling them to meet expenses, while the 
more prosperous were buying large-denom- 
ination bonds.

Washington Untversity, the last 
remaining charter member, today 
announced its withdrawal from 
the Missouri Valley Conference, 
in which athletic teams wearing 
the red and green had competed 
since 1908. 

Washington's resignation from 
the Missouri Valley was tendered 
in a letter from Charles Belknap, 


vice chancellor of the university 
and chairman of the faculty ath- 
letic committee, to other members 
of the conference—St. Louis Uni- 
versity, Oklahoma A. and M., 
Tulsa, Creighton, Drake and 
Wichita. 

The Bears’ withdrawal becomes 
_ @ffective with the close of the cur- 
rent spring semester, though the 
1947-48 valley basketball schedule 
will be played because it had been 
drawn some time ago. 

In commenting on the decision, 
Belknap said: 

“It as long been felt by offi- 
cials at the university that our 
conference membership has pre- 
sented certain restrictions in 
scheduling games in the various 
sports. We still hope to schedule 
some games with Missouri Valley 
schools, but under our newly adopt- 
ed athletic policy, we desire to 
establish relationships in all parts 
of the country.” 

Change in Policy. 

There was strong belief, how- 
ever, that a more pertinent rea- 
gon for Washington's withdrawal 
from the Valley was expressed 
when Belknap added: 

“After five years of inactivity, 
especially in football, Washington 
is not prepared to participate in 
Missouri Valley Conference cir- 
cles, and we feel that our sched- 
ules should be made up to include 
games with schools in other parts 
of the nation which have ap- 
proached us.” 

Washington's membership in the 
40-year-old conference apparently 
was doomed from the moment 
Chancellor Arthur H, Compton an- 
mounced last year an athletic pol- 
icy of strictest amat one 
from which athletic scholarships 
as such were barred, and in which 
he stated that the local university 
would seek to find opponents with 
a similar sports philosophy.

“In this same spirit the coali- 
tion has passed vicious and punl- 
tive legislation to cripple the 
trade unions. It has struck at 
civil liberties. It has smeared 
men of the highest integrity 
who were willing to accept pub- 
lic office. 

“In this same spirit the coall- 
tion has killed the program to 
provide low-cost housing for 
veterans. It has eased the tax 
burden of the rich while leav- 
ing taxes on the poor. It has 
allowed profits to rise to record. 
heights while millions lived in 
continuous poverty, It has de- 
stroyed price control while 

mising . — there 
would be no rise in prices 

“In this spirit today the coall- 
tion slashes budgets for irriga- 
tion and conservation, public 
power and social progress. It 
greets with joy the President's 
proposal to spend $25,000,000 pry- 
ing into the affairs of every 
man, from the cabinet member 
to the janitor of a village post 
office, who dares to work for 
the Government of the United 
States. This spirit we assert 
tonight is a betrayal. of every 
principle for which we fought in 
war! It was in this same spirit 
the lend-lease was abolished 
overnight; that UNRRA was 
slowly choked to death; that re- 
lief supplies were cut; that the 
production of atomic bombs was 
continued; that reactionary re- 
gimes all over the world were 
given encouragement. The only 
difference was that the coalition 
was given official recognition as 
the bipartisan bloc.” 


Scene at Stadium. 

The stadium rally was under 
“auspices of the Progressive Citt- 
gens of America, a national left- 
ing organization that sprang up 
after the Republican riptide in the 
November 1946 elections, Its IIII- 
nois members provided the nu- 
cleus of the demonstrative crowd 
that packed the stadium—with 


\% seats selling at from 60 cents to 


$2:40, Also present, however, were 
thousands of rank-and-file mem- 
bers of labor unions, Wallace de- 
votees of no particular affiliation, 
merely curious, who 
wanted to see a good show. 
Robeson on Program. 

And good show it was for the 
various “acts” executed with 
script-like efficiency. The crowd, 
which included many Negroes, ate 
it up—from the skillful singing of 
Paul Robeson and the looney cari- 
catures of entertainer Zero Mostel 
to the sledge-hammer speech of 
R. J. Thomas, vice president of 
the CIO United Auto Workers, 
and the more rhetorical, spirited 
talk by the main speaker. The 
shout: “Elect Wallace to the 
White House” was often heard. 

The tousled Iowan who recently 
switched his permanent residence 
to New York state, is stumping 
the country to lash up sentiment 
“World War III“ and 
against the Truman doctrine 
which he feels is leading straight 
toward à civilization-destroying 
war. Tonight he will address an- 
other mass meeting in Detroit, 
and thence his tour will take him 
to Austin, Tex., Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, Seattle, Portland, Den- 
ver, and finally to a rally of the 


National Farmers’ Union in North 
Dakota. 

Chicago received Wallace with 
mixed feelings. The morning pa- 
pers, including the liberal Sun, 
barely accorded him a line on his 
arrival late Tuesday afternoon 
from Minneapolis, where he 
opened his cross-country swing. 
The afternoon papers yesterday 
prominently displayed his picture 
on the front page, with accom- 
panying stories. 

“Wallace Packing Them In,” was 
the headline over a page one 
article in the Daily News, which 
included this paragraph: “Two 
newspapers, the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch and the Baltimore 


Sun, have staff men assigned to 


the Wallace party, thus rating the 
former vice president on a par 
with a campaigning candidate for 
the presidency or vice presidency.” 

The tabloid Chicago Daily Times 
put a large picture of Wallace 
arriving at the airport on the 


cover page, along with an item 


announcing the evening rally and 
the observation: “Though both 
G.O.P. and Democratic organiza- 
tions are giving the affair the 
chill, sponsoring PCA reports de- 
mand for tickets as heavy.” A 
detailed story followed on page 
two, and the paper's lead editorial, 
entitled “See Here, Mr. Wallace,” 
treated him with gentle, almost 
regretful criticism, 

„Today,“ said this editorial, 
“Henry Wallace is the same 
courageous, sincere speaker who 
made Southern convention dele- 
gates squirm in their chairs, and 
who won the plaudits of the lib- 
erals. But today's Henry Wallace 
has the liberals squirming in em- 
barrassment for him, as, in a fan- 
tastic combination, he finds him- 
self with the isolationists and the 
Communists in opposition to Prea!- 
dent Truman's new foreign policy. 

“Like Patrick Henry, Wallace 
has inspired Americans with his 
vision of a better nation and a 
bettey world. And we are a: bet- 
ter nation and world for Wallace 
having lived. The nation—and 
the world—needs exhorters and 
conscience prodders like Wallace. 
But like Patrick Henry, Wallace 
fails to work in harness with oth- 
ers.” It went on to criticize his 
foreign policy views, 


“Inside Story” of 44. 

The Hearst Herald-American 
greeted Wallace with a four-col- 
lumn page one picture of Roose- 
velt, Truman and Wallace en 
route to the Missourian’s inau 
ration early in 1945 to illustrate 
former Mayor Ed Kelly’s “own 
story” of “Why Wallace isn’t Pres- 
ident today.” In a signed, copy- 
right story, Kelly told the “in- 
side” details of the 1944 nominat- 
ing convention, which saw Wal- 
lace miss the ultimate presidency 
by a hair’s breadth. 

Kelly said, in part, that Roose- 
velt felt “Wallace would take us 
too far from the essential wishes 
of the people.” He wanted a more 
conservative Vice President, said 
Kelly. The article was described 
as the first of a series on the 
subject. 

As in Minneapolis, Wallace had 
a busy day preceding his major 
address last night. After a fore- 
noon press conference, heavily at- 
tended, he was guest of honor at 
an off-the-record luncheon at the 
Stevens Hotel given by a group 
of business men. In the after- 
noon he delivered a talk to 1500 
cheering students at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, where he was in- 
troduced by Prof. Rexford Guy 
Tugwell, an associate of Wallage’s 
when he was Secretary of 
merce, er 

The students paid 25 cents ea 
to hear the talk, 

During the day he dined at the 
home of Mrs, Emmons Blaine,

present at the rally last night, 
having previously made it known 
that he would be out of town. 
Other important Democratic lead- 
ers of the area also were conspicu- 
ously absent. It did not seem te 
dampen the ardor of the rally. 
What F. D. R. Would Think. 

At the press conference yester 
day, Wallace said he is convinced 
two-thirds of the American people 
are opposed to the Truman doc 
trine. This belief was based, he 
said, on mail received by the 
Democratic National Committee, 
on polls, and on his own observa- 
tions in talking to people every- 
where. 

“How do you know about the 
mail received by the Democratic 
committee?” one reporter wanted 
to know. “Are you still in the 
party?” 

“I was never out of it,” Wallace 
Yesponded, laughing heartily. 1 
gave $100 to the Jefferson day 
dinner. And I've kept my pipeline 
to the national committee. Like 
a newspaper man, I never spoil 
my pipelines,” 

At another juncture during the 
press conference he expressed his 
personal opinion that Franklin D. 
Roosevelt would not support the 
Truman doctrine if he were alive 
today. 

The question, expressed by the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent, was: 
“Of course no one can speak for 
Franklin Roosevelt, but you were 
his Vice President and knew his 
hopes, principles and convictions. 
If he were living, is it your opin- 
ion that he would subscribe to the 
aims and implications of the Tru- 
man doctrine?” 

Wallace hesitated, smiled, shift- 
ed in his seat. That's one of 
those things that resulta in a lot 
of publicity,” he commented, 
“more than the question deserves. 
But I did know Mr. Roosevelt 
well, and I suppose I can give my 
view on it. Knowing 
him as.I did, I would say I don’t 
think he would ever have. sup- 
ported anything like the Truman 
doctrine. 

“He was always for peace, al- 
ways seeking to build up friendly 
relations between all nations, and 
to the last he expressed confidence 
that we would work with Stalin 
and Russia. I interpret the Tru- 
man doctrine as meaning that we 
intend to fight Communism 
abroad, in those countries border- 
ing the Soviet, with American 
dollars.“ 

Wallace further asserted that he 
believes the people of America 
want peace, not war, but the press 
of the nation might easily give the 
reader the impression that the 
country wants war. He went on 
to say that the newspapers use 
big headlines on our international 
problems “in the feeling that our 
troubles can best be threshed out 
through widespread publicity, and 
secondly, I suppose, to increase 
circulation.” 

Asked to define Fascists, he said 
they are those who adhere to rac- 
ism, to racial bigotry. There are 
Fascists in this country as well 
as other nations, he declared, and 
they are just as dangerous as 
Communists.

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CHARACTER EVIDENCE 
AT BUDER HEARING 


Former Judges Witnesses for 
Brothers—Testimony Ends 
in Disbarment Case. 


The hearing in the disbarment 
proceedings against G. A. and Os- 
car E. Buder concluded yesterday 
in the Civil Courts Building with 
an array of character witnesses 
on behalf of the brother lawyers 
charged with professional miscon- 
duct by a Bar Advisory Commit- 
tee. 

The hearing was conducted by 
Justin Ruark, Neosho (Mo.) law- 
yer, appointed a special commis- 
sioner by the State Supreme Court 
to hear the testimony and make 
recommendations to the court,

tate without obtaining prior ap- 
proval of the Probate Court.

“Nobody ever lost a * 
dime by reason of anything I did, 
Those notes are still there.” 

Earlier this week Oscar E. 
Buder defended himself against 
charges of “willful misrepresenta- 
tion” in a letter he wrote to a 
Dénver bank in 1939 respecting 
the affairs of the Ehrhardt D. 
Franz estate. It was charged he 
informed the bank that G. A. 
Franz, one of the heirs and a 
borrower from the bank, would 
shortly thereafter receive 3500 
shares of Burroughs Adding Ma- 
chine Co. stock in a partial distri- 
bution of the estate, and that the 
stock would be unencumbered and 
thus available as additional col- 
lateral on the loan. 

Buder insisted. he had written 
the letter in good faith without 
knowledge the borrower had al- 
ready assigned his interest in 
most of the shares. 

Conflicting Interest Charge. 

In addition to the separate 
charges against the two brothers, 
they were charged jointly with 
representing conflicting interests 
in the Franz estate and with tak- 
ing advantage of the confidence 
reposed in them by their clients. 
G. A. Buder was a trustee in the 
estate and the law firm acted as 
counsel for the trustees and some 
of the heirs, 

The defense, presented “several 
weeks ago at an earlier session, 
was that the two lawyers had 
acted at all times in what they 
believed to be the best interest of 
all parties concerned and had 
tried to carry out the wishes of 
the heirs. 

G. A. Buder testified yesterday 
his firm had never received more 
than $6000 annually in legal fees 
from the estate over the last 30 
years. He pointed out the estate 
at one time was worth $32,000,000.

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Majdanek Death Camp Left as It | 
Was to Show What Nazis Did 


Heaps of Human Ashes, Thousands of Bones 
on Display at Place Where 2,000,000 
Were Murdered. 


By LARRY ALLEN 

MAJDANEK, Poland, May 15 
(AP)—two years after the war, 
the etench of death still is wafted 
by the wind in this one-time Nazi- 
operated “factory of death.” 

It. is estimated that 2,000,000 
prisoners, mostly Jews and civil- 
ian internees, went to their deaths 
in the crematories of Majdanek. 

Today—by order of the Polish 
Government—Majdanek is a na- 
tional museum. It will be main- 
tained intact so that generations 
to come may see “how the Ger- 
mans treated human beings.” 

Almost as far as the eye can 
see, green, weather-beaten and 
shell- torn wooden barracks stretch 
over a broad expanse of land with- 
in the sight of the city of Lublin, 
first capital of the first Polish 
government formed when the Ger- 
mans were fleeing to the west. 

In the center of the great, 
barbed-wire inclosed camp stands 
a huge cross made of barbed wire 
—@ memorial to those who died 
here,

lum used by the Nazis, Inside the 
ovens, just as the Nazis left them, 
are heaps of human ashes. A 
glass-inclosed display case holds 
thousands of human bones. 

As one walks near the crema- 
torium, even on a cold, windy 
day, a strong stench assails the 
nostrils. 

Volunteer militiamen with rifles 
slung across their shoulders, and 
the red-white colors of Poland on 
their armbands, guard the mu- 
seum. Many of these guards lived 
in Lublin when the Nazis ran the 
camp. They tell gruesome stories 
to visitors of the revolting smells 
from Majdanec’s crematoriums 
which “made us all so sick in 
Lublin that we couldn’t eat.” 

Majdanek was one of the 
first concentration - extermination 
camps started by the Germans 
after 1939. Several Poles, today 
high in this nation’s affairs, once 
were prisoners here. Majdanek 
was set up to handle about 50,000 
persons at one time. 

Within sight of the camp there 
is one of Poland’s greatest pris- 
ons, almost in the heart of Lublin. 
Some Lublinese estimate its popu- 


lation at 7000 to 8000 political and |

nue, Webster Groves. On the first 
property, Lustkandl’s bid of $17,- 
500 was highest of four bids. He 
was the only bidder on the other 
property, offering $1500. 

The 39-acre tract was bought in 
by the county at a foreclosure sale 
in 1937 for $16,500, the Balance of 
principal due on a delinquent 
school loan of $16,770 made in 1931 
to Mr. and Mrs. Bert Kammerer. 
The Webster Groves property was 
taken over -by the county in Feb- 
ruary, 1941, in settlement of a de- 
Unquent $2000 loan made in 1926 
to Mr. and Mrs. Herman DaCosta, 

Sale of the properties brings the 
total amount now in the School 
Capital Fund in the county to 
slightly more, than $500,000, Under 
terms of the new Missouri Consti- 
tution, loans can no longer be 
made from the fund. It must 
either be split among the school 
districts on a per-pupil basis, or 
invested in government securities, 
national, state, or local. 

The question of whether to split 
the fund among the county school 
districts will be submitted to the 
voters in the county at a special 
election May 29.

Headed Back to Connecticut

JEFFERSON, O., May 15 (AP) 
A six-month-old baby who has 
been carried more than 4000 miles 


across country the last few weeks, 
was headed back to ' Meriden, 
Conn., today in joint custody of 
the parents whose domestic trou- 
bles started him on his travels. 

The baby, Richard Tomezuk, 
was born in San Diego, Calif. It 
was there, said his mother, 24- 
year-old Hazel Tomezuk, that her 
husband, Chester, a disabled war 
veteran who spent three years in 
Japanese prison camps, “one day 
just took Richard and left.” 

“I had to go into court to force 
him to tell me he had taken the 
baby to his mother’s. home in 
Meriden,” said the mother. 

The Tomezuk's story, as told in 
court here yesterday: 

The mother went to Meriden 
and found her husband had sued 
her for divorce. She brought the 
baby to the home of an aunt in 
Ashtabula, O. Her husband fol- 
lowed here there Monday and 
started to return the infant to 
Connecticut. 

His money ran out at Erie, Pa., 
and he asked for police aid. The 
subsequent investigation resulted 
in father and son being brought 
hack to Ohio. 

At a hearing here, the Tomczuks 
were told they faced habeas cor- 
pus action by the state of Con- 
necticut or action by Ashtabula 


County to take over the child. 


They agreed to take the baby 
back together to Connecticut and 
await outcome of their divorce 
proceedings. .

Refill the eggs with the mixture, 
dip in beaten egg, roll in flour, dip 
again, roll in breadcrumbs and fry 
golden brown in deep fat. Sauce 
for four eggs: Put two egg yolks 
in a bowl with a tablespoon of 
tarragon vinegar, two tablespoons 
of cream, a little dry mustard, salt 
and pepper and cook slowly over 
a pan of hot water until it begins 
to thicken. Add, a little at a time, 
four tablespoons of butter and a 
few drops of lemon juice, Pour 
over eggs and serve. 

For variations the eggs may be 
stuffed with chopped anchovies, 
cooked beef and chopped onions, 
cheese, in fact, almost anything 
that comes to hand.

“Especially so because 
t's something I worked on for a 
long time and most people told me 
it couldn't be done because it was 
too sophisticated for popular 
tastes. Thanks to a lot of co- 
Operation from everyone we've 
proved it can be done.” 

The quartet's first co-operation 
came from two patrons of the art, 
Andrew Sandy, the proprietor of 
Sandy's bar in Paterson, N. J., and 
Michael Levin, New York editor 
ot Downbeat who led a one-man 
campaign for Mooney appreciation, 
According to the legend bei 
1 around the campfires — 

© printed columns, editor Levin 
just dropped into the bar one 
night, saw the proprietor shooing 
away cash customers how dared 
talk or try to order another beer 
during the recitals, ended up stay- 
ing for six hours and going forth 
to spread the word. 

Actually Levin had known 
Mooney for a long time as had 
most musicians and critics as 
something of a musical genius 
who couldn't quite find his per- 
manent place in a commercial 
world, From age 14 when he and 
his brother Danny appeared on a 
Paterson radio station as the Sun- 
shine Boys, a musical duo, he had 
been a musician. With Station 
WLW in Cincinnati for several 
years where he did arrangements 
for a staff that included Jane 
Froman and Fats ‘Waller, later on 
as arranger for bands including 
Paul Whiteman and Russ Morgan, 
Mooney was moderately success- 
ful until 1942 when he decided to 
do things his way and organized 
his first quartet. 

“The first quartet really came 
about through Sandy, too,” he ex- 
plained. “You see Sandy used to 
be a trumpet player about 20 years 
ago and he’s always been a friend 
to all the musicians in Paterson.

Whenever any of us would come 
back in town we'd usually meet 
at Sandy’s for a jam session.

When he had recuperated he got 
together with Gate Frega, bass 
player; Andy Fitzgerald, clarinet- 
ist, both of the Paterson boys he'd 
known for years, and Jack Hotop, 
a guitar player who had known 
Frega in the Army, and organized 
the present quartet. 

Within a few weeks of Levin's 
first rate notices about the 
quartet, they had appeared on a 
national broadcast with Paul 
Whiteman, received offers from 
every major recording company, 
signed a contract for a minimum 
guarantee of $1750 a week, and 
started a snowball of hot jazz re- 
views, by every sub pub reporter 
in New York. 

“For four or five years we've 
had nothing but screaming,” 
Whiteman summarized. “It's 
almost unexplainable the way a 
crowd will quiet down and listen 
to Joe and his boys. I'll bet they’d 
listen for an hour without making

Speaking of Paterson, we in- 
quired, how about Sandy’s.

This 
time West let go the club three 
and on the next play, the diamond 
ace, discarded the seven of clubs, 
Declarer cashed dummy's two 
remaining heart honors and was 
disappointed when the suit did 
not break. Nothing daunted, how- 
ever, and with nine tricks in clear 
sight, declarer led a low spade to 
his ace and finessed the spade 
jack on the return, East won and 
returned a club; West cashed, the 
jack and ace and his good heart. 
Later, declarer was thoroughly 
disgruntled at finding that his 
score on this board for bidding 
and making nine tricks was far 
below average. 


South had not analyzed the dis- 
tribution -very well. As actually 
played, West had shown two dia- 
monds and four hearts. He orig- 
inally led the five of clubs, later 
had discarded the club deuce and 
the club seven, so it was the next 
thing to a certainty that he had 
started with five clubs. These, 
added to four hearts and two dia- 
monds, gaye a total of eleven, At 
the most, then, he could hold only 
two spades. After cashing 
dummy’s heart honors, declarer 
should have led to the ace of 
spades and back to the king. 
When the queen failed to drop 
from West, it could be taken for 
granted that he did not hold that 
card, and it weuld be the simplest 
possible matter for declarer te 
throw West on lead with the heart 
and force a return from the club 
ace.
